Juno 23.— A sweeping 
change in the cabinet of President 
Roosevelt was announced officially at 
the W hite House during the day. The 
announcement came in the form of a 
in ief typewritten statement issued by 
Secretary I.oeb as follows: 
“ Th** following cabinet changes are 
announced: 
“ W illiam Ii. Moody of Massachu­ 
setts, attorney general. 
“ Paul Morton of Illinois, secretary 
ol the navy. 
“ Victor 11. Mot calf 
of 
California, 
secretary ol commerce and labor. 
“ The resignations of Secretary Cor* 
telyou and Attorney 
General 
Knox 
have 
been accepted 
to 
take effect 
July 1.” 
For two weeks or more it has been 
known that these changes were im­ 
pending. 
It is expected that further changes 
will take place in the cabinet next 
winter. 
Postmaster General 
Payne 
probably will retire from the cabinet 
tfter the campaign. 
He will be suc­ 
ceeded by National Chairman Cortel- 
vou. 
Secretary Moody will continue as a 
member of the cabinet only until the 
end of the present administration on 
th** rth of March next, when he will 
retire to enter upon the* practice of 
law in Boston. 
It is quite likely that 
other changes will take place in the 
event that 
Mr. Roosevelt 
is elected 
president; but no authority exists at 
this time upon which to base a fore­ 
cast of them.
